ew prince Foſephat, and his Son Stephen Tingel, with an Army of 400000 Men to 

| ſiege the Great and Famous City Habalee : ( in which were 4000 Canons, and 

- 18000” Men the Twrkiſb Governor, having refuſed rhe Surrendring thereof, with an 

anſwer he would Defend it to the Laſt ) Prince Foſephar, made himſelf Maſter there- 

of in the ſ5ace of 14 Hours and pur all the Garrilon to the Sword, and found 

therein 100000 Millons in ready Coin, beſides more precious Things of a double 

Value : (all the Merchants of Afie, Perſia, and Fgypr, having their Store-Houſes there.)

Frer my Departure from Z#den, I hive with a\fervent Defire ExpeRed-an 
Anſwer, upon-ſo many Letters as I have ſent you by all Opportunities ; but 
conſidering the uncertainty of the Poſt, reciprocally I afcribe my Unhap- 

pinefs thegeu. but cannot miſs this Qpportunity once more : ( if you. will be 
pleaſed to' foxpive the veiteratrof of my tro lefme Lind ) ro wiſh your Health and 
Proſperiry, 4nd acquaſicyon with mine, which Bleſſed be God coutinues good ; and 
__ $ive-you a brief Account of thoſe Pafages I have hitherto mer with in my 

oyage, vis. nr. a | pig 

Aker the Demolithirig of Tangier, in' which I was. no leſs Aftive than in hazard 
( of which Mr. Faulkner has given you an Account ) to have loſt my Life, tho Eſcap- 
ing with a dangerous Wound and Bruiſe by Blowing up of the Caſtle : in which mu- 
tual Danger rwo Gentlemen belonging to our Ship, were Kill'd : our Ship, with 
four others were left behind; with Order to Cr uize thoſe- Seas. and Attaque ſuch 
Sally men 'of War, with which we ſhould meet or have advice of, accordingly we 
pur to Sea the 4th of June, ſtting forth for Lishon, the place of our  Ren- 
devouze, . and the fame Day came m fig- ht of a Sail, which we gave Chaſe, putting 
out French Colours, and coming up. ro her withi n a League, made her our Enemy ; 
whereupon ſhe turned and fteared her Courſe before: the Wind, which in-Purfvite 
of her,'we did alſo and the next Day came within Shot of her, and tizza knew her 
tobe the Admiral of Sally : we Fired; at her, and ſpoiled her Top-Gallon Sheets, 
but ſhe would nor anfwer us, but uſeing” all means ro Eſcape, by the Darkneſs of 
the Night got from us, but the Saphier Frigot finding her at Anchor at the Bar of 
Sally (where the could not paſs by teafon of the lowneſs of Water?) Sunk her, rok 
the Captain and forty Moors out of the Water, beſides forty Engliſh Slaves: and after- 
wards torcing the - Captain to tell- chem where: ſhe might find any more of Sally, 
he bid her ſtear 30 Leagues of Saly, where ſhe would find a Sally man of War, with 
a Dutch Prize which he had Taken : which the Saphier doing according to the Cap- 
tains Words found, Fougit, and took them, and brought them to Gadiz, and we Sa 
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Expect them here. 'Fhe Durch-mans Ship was laden with Sugar and Ol.” The S 
»an, had 18 Guns, and the other 16. Since which we had-che Chance -to meet wi 
the biggeſt Sally man of War: on the Ninth of Fune in the Morning, who at. firſt 
came up towards us, tappoling us to be a Merchant-Man, but ftinging to' the Con- 
trary, turn'd her Courlz, and by Rowing, ( it being Calm ) ovtrun us, but a freſh 
Gale of Wind ariſing, -in the Morning tollowing, about two a Clock we' came u 
with him, and abour Day-light Fought him for two Hours art a Diſtance, and ic 
proving Calm loſt him out of our Sight, and all hopes of taking him : notwichftand- 
10g, which ,we fetched him up on tne 10th. about Mid-night, and for fear of iooſiag 
Him, came on and Fired a Broad-lide ro awaken him, he antwered us in like manner, 
and bid us Strike, promiſing good Quarters ; but after 5 Hours ſharp Fight; we 
maſtered him, having only ons Kill'd, with che Boat-Swain. 'They had 150 AMores, 
and 30 Enyliſh S'\wes, 4 French Men, and 6 - Dutch-Men on Board. There were 50 
Kill'd and Wounded. The Captain was a very Stout Man, but Died of his Wound: 
he was ſo Couragious that we Shot his Main-rop and Miſfſen-top Matſts and the Main » ., 
and Fore-Yard a way before he would Strike. And all our Maſts were difabled 
She had 24 Guns, and fix Patterreries : and 1o ſerved us for Breaktaft, the Morning 
'of the Eleventh of Jane. He conftefſed that 2 or 3 Days before he had taken 3 Pri- 
zes and conveyed them to Sally. So being loath -to trouble you any further, T 
ſhall ' conclude with my hearty Wiſhes to proſper you and your Family (to which 
1 defire my Love to be remembred ) and remain till Death, |
